WARNING 


The manager of - the 
National Safety Council 
of Australia, Mr. R. W. 
Carmichael, on behalf of 
the Water Safety D 
said last week that inflat- 
able life jackets were not 
favoured beeause of the 
possibility of puncture, s/ 
‘deterioration due to in- 
adequate maintenance 
and the fact that they 
would therefore create a 
sense of false security. 


‘DEATH TRAPS 
In another statement the 
Royal Life Saving Society 
said that inflatable life jackets 
could become death traps in 
the hands of the average small 
time boat owner. 

The Society’s country liai- 

son officer, Mr. Harold Walk- 
late, whose section is respon- 
sible for the testing of life 
jackets, said that he opposed 
quite thoroughly the imtroduc- 
tion of air inflated jackets as 
a general requirement of the 
boating regulations in Vic- 
toria. 
“Mouth inflated jackets,” 
Mr. Walklate said, “would be 
most. unsatisfactory’ as the 
time factor is so often against 
the wearer getting them in- 
Alated in time. 
“This leaves then the ques- 
tion of automatic inflation, 
either by pressing a release 
trigger or by reason of con- 
tact with the water,” Mr. 
Walkiate said. 
“The question then arises of 
the replacement of used cylin- 
ders, which are not readily 
available, and, consequently, 
smal] boat owners faced also 
with the additional expense 
in relation to this item would 
tend to leaving their jackets 
unservicable.” 

Mr. Carmichael, on behalf 
of the National Safety Coun- 
cil said that motor boat regu- 
lations had been developed af- 
ter extensive research into re- 
quirements of the boating pub- 
lic, and the council considered. 
that only approved types of 
life jackets should be instal-

LIFE JACKETS A 
MUST IN BOATS 


Boat: owners need to 
make sure they provide 
approved life jackets for 
every person they carry in 
their boats. 


Buoyancy vests do not meet 
the requirements of regula- 
tions which are being rigidiy 
enforced. 

In Williamstown Court last 
week an owner who thought 
the vests were sufficient was 
fined £3 for failing to have a 
life jacket for each person in | 
his boat on September 23. 

Terence Brohier, of St. Al- 
bans, showed the Court one 
life jacket and three buoyancy 
vests which were inside the 
boat when he purchased it. 

At this time he was of the 
opinion that the vests came 
up to the standards set down 
in the regulations. 

However, the Motor Boat 
Squad Police had since ex- 
Plained to him that this was 
not so. They also explained 
that the vests would only 
keep a person afloat whilst 
conscious. 

.Another boat owner fined 
for the same offence had five 
children in his boat and only 
three life jackets. Leo Thomas 
Ryan, of The Broadway, Al- 
tona East, was intercepted off 
Williamstown on September 
19. He was fined £5.
